Increasing their Pay. 

On Monday the Legislature was en- 
gaged in tho very interesting and ex- 
tremely patriotic business of trebling 
their pay. The leader of the Govern- 
ment, acting, doubtless, on the prin- 
ciple that one good turn deserves an- 
other, moved that the sessional allow- 
ance bo raised to $500, and he pro. 
ceeded to show that there was really 
no reason why a session should last 
more than thirty days, and threw out 
• very broad intimation that future 
sessions would not extend over tbat 
period. In other words, the chango 
no proposed would virtually raise the 
indemnity (it had better bo denominat- 
ed "pay," now) of members from five 
dollars a day. as at present, to within 
a fraction of seventeen dollars a day 1 
And right heroically did the Premier 
contend for the increase. It was as- 
tonishing to observo with what facility 
tho greater part of tho Government 
supporters adapted themselves to the 
situation. Two years ago this same 
Premier framed tin ingenious measure 
which provided for taking the sense 
of tho electors on tho subject of in- 
creased indemnity to members. Under 
it voting papers were sent out to every 
elector asking, Shall it be seven dol- 
lars, or shall it remain at five? The 
answer came almost unanimously, Let 
it remain as five. Yet members who 
■were amongst tho stoutest advocates 
of that same voting paper buisness and 
whose constituents pronounced against 
the increase from five dollars to seven, 
were, on Monday last, amongst . the 
most ardent advocates of the raise 
from five to seventeen! It was amus- 
ing, too, to observe how anxious they 
wer>? to make it appear that the manner 
of consulting the people was faulty and 
the result worthless. One of the Yale 
members went so far as to declare that 
no voting papers hud been sent into 
his District! By the nice little ar- 
rangement on Monday, members will 
get about seventeen dollars a day, 
during the session, while the pay of 
Ministers will be made four thousand 
dollars — even change, you see!

Editor Colonist. —I observe in the 
"Standard" of Monday tbat I am ac- 
cused of having stated that $27,000 
had been expended on the Govern- 
ment buildings, James' Bay, during 
the past two years, for which no ten- 
ders had been asked.

His Honor was pleased, in Her Majes- 
ty's namp, to give the Royal assent to 
these Bills. . 

Then the Honorable the Speaker ad- 
drossed His Honor tho Lieut. Goreruor

Mat IT please Your Honor:— We, Her 
Majesty's most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects/the 'Legislative Assembly of tho 
Province of British Columbia, in session 
aa»eir,bled,- approach Your Honor, at the 
close of our labors, with sentiments of 
nnfeigned devotion and loyalty tr> Jler 
Majesty's person and Government, and 
we humbly beg to present for Your Hon- 
or's acceptance, a Bill intituled "An Act 
for granting certain sums of money re- 
quired foi? defraying the expenses of Ci- 
vil Government for tho Year 1875 and for 
making good certain sums expended iu 
the Public Service in 1871, and for other 
purposes. " 

To tins Bill tho Clerk of tho Assembly, 
by Hia Honor's command, did thereupon 
say:— 

"In Her Majesty's name, His Honor 
tho Lieut. Governor doth thank Her Ma- 
josty's loyal nubjects, accept their beno- 
Tolonce ami assent to this Bill." 

Then His Honor tho Lieut. Governor 
■was pleased to deliver tho follpwing 
Speech: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentleman of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly : 

Tho session now closing concludes the 
First Parliament of British Columbia un- 
der Confederation. 

I congratulate you on tho accomplish- 
ment of your labors, aud feel assured 
that you will have good cause to look 
back with satisfaction on tho legislation 
of tho last four sessions, especially in tho 
direction of public education which has, 
through your efforts, been placed upon a 
footing creditable alike to yourselves and 
to a young community such as ours. 

The inauguration aud prosecution of 
Public Works, on a largo scalo in pro- 
portion to the resources of tho Province, 
have given now lifo to many of our in- 
dustrial pursuits. 

During the present session tho Rail- 
way ahd Dock questions have been pro- 
minent amongst the subjects of your 
deliberations. I shall not fail to uso 
every effort to render the conclusions at 
which you have arrived upon these vital 
matters practically serviceable to British 
Columbia. 

1 have given my assent to tho various 
Acts which you have passed. 

I thank yon for the liberal manner in 
which you Iisto provided for tho wants 
of the public service. 

In taking leave of you I cordially ten- 
der my sincere thanks for tho attention 
you havo given to your Parliamontaiy 
duties, and I desire to express my warm- 
oat wishes for your welfare. 

The Hon. Dr. Ash, Provincial Secre- 
tary, then said, — 

Mr. Speak ir ami Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly: 
It is His Honor tho Lieut. Governor's

Professor Selwyn, hoad of the Geological 
Department, will arrive about tho first 
week in May, accompaniod by tho omi- 
nent botanist, Professor Macoun, and 
will proceed from tho Paoifio soaboard, 
starting from somo point north of this, 
across tho continont via Peace Rivor 
country.

tance of having British Columbia woll 
represented and appreciating the efforts 
put forward by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment with that viow, will do all in their 
power to assist in the work of obtaining 
and forwarding spocimous.

Editor Colonist:— Permit me 
again address Mr. MoCreight. 
;Sir, It having again come to my oars 
that you wero pleasod to receive my 
last communication, I again address 
mysolf to you. You hold the very im- 
portant position of senior member of 
Victoria for Parliament; on you, 
therefore, if on any one, it devolves to 
bo a patriot. Heretofore you have 
played the rolo of distrust, — of suspi- 
cion. In expressing your distrust and 
suspicions you have earned the name 
of Canada-hater. You plead justifica- 
tion ! Yon are wrong; to be disap- 
pointed of a judgeship is not a justifi- 
cation. To bo a grand patriot is to bo 
greater than a judge, or a chief jus- 
tice, or a maker of judgos. A patriot 
is a man to bo admired, — adorod; a 
judge is a man to bo feared, and, if 
honest, esteemed. You cannot now 
bo a judge; to be a judge iu Canada is 
to be one who loves Canada and her 
institutions, — who upholds hor when 
assailed; ono who says "Canada may 
do wrong, but not, and know it." You 
can mend yourdolf, howover. You can 
bo a patriot, malyre the makers 
of judges. 1 You oitu bo ono grand 
patriot, and it shall bo my devoir to as- 
sist you. Iu taking this task, I assure 
uiyaolf that that there is still left in 
you material of which to mako a pa- 
triot. To mako a patriot of you would 
bo much onsior than to make one of 
your friend Hockie. You lovo the 
country of your nativity; you admit 
tho fact that tho press of the world 
is turned agaiuat her; but for all that 
you lovo and defend Uei\ Hero is the 
ground work of which to mako a pa - 
triot.

Eastern States- 

New York, April 19. — A billin equi- 
ty having been tiled in the U.S. Circuit 
Court by Jay Cooke 'et al,' against the 
Northern Pacific Railroad asking the 
appointment ofa receiver, tho Court 
has appointed Hon. It. L. Cass re- 
ceiver on his filing a bond of ono hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

New Ohleans, April 20. — Intense 
excitement oxcist in political circles 
here on account of a resolution adopt- 
ed by the conservative caucus, decla- 
ratory of an intention to seat in tho 
House four Democrats, declared oloet- 
ed by .the returning board iu placo of 
four Republicans, seated after the 
withdrawal of Wiltze and his follow- 
ers in January las.t. The conserva- 
tives contend that all the conservatives 
returned by the board wore to be seat- 
ed by tho award while the Republics 
contend these -1 aro not to bo disturb- 
ed. Marshal Packard says that if 
the conservatives do not recodo from 
this proposition, tho Senate will ad- 
journ sine die. The move will give 
the conservatives a majority on joint 
ballot. 

Salt Lake, April 20. — A construc- 
tion train went east fiom Ogdeu last 
night, but has not reached Ijcho Sta- 
tion. A washout is reported between 
Weber and Echo, in Weber canyon; 
no train from Green River has suc- 
ceeded in getting west on account of 
tho washout at Leroy. The condi- 
tion at present is sorious. Tho wash- 
out is on Bitter Creek, 100 miles east of 
Ogdon, aud another bud washout at 
Leroy, 112 miles oast of Ogden, where 
the wires are down, and another about 
30 miles east of Ogden, The diffi- 
culty in making repairs is on account 
of no trains passing over tho road. 
No trains have run from Ogdon to 
Green River for six days. 

Nkw Y(ji!ic, April 1!).— The ship 
Dauntless arrived last night with the 
crew and merchandise of tho British 
ship CornwalUs from San Francisco, 
for Liverpool, which was wrecked on 
Pitcafrn's [stand January 81st. None 
of the crow were lost; the ship is a 
total wreck.
